Division  pior.eerod  the  conduct  of  battalion  size  night  airmobile  assaults 
in  il  CTZ.  In  coordination  with  the  10th  Combat  Aviation  Battalion, 
vnich  conducted  special  training  for  night  operations  ana  developed 
uechniques  for  formation  flying,  navigation  ana  aircraft  control  at 
night}  the  1st  Brigade,  101st  Airborne  Division  proved  the  feasibility
